When he was asked to deliver 


the prlnclpal'address at the dedi- 
cation of the battlefield cemetery 
where the tide of civil war had- 
been turned only a year before, 
Evccclt applied' himself to the 
task with characteristic thorough- 
ness.

The-pooh-poohing of Everett's 


excellent speech 'is only one of 
the ways in, which legend has 
eclipsed,historical fact about tho 
ceremony that topk place 05 years 
ago. Much phony folklore has 
also .grown up about Lincoln's 
own address. 


Much of It can be traced to a 


little book called, "The Perfect 
tribute" written 50 years ago by 
Mary H. S, Andrews, Many peo- 
ple, including tho authors of 
'other' books," have accepted its 
sentimentalized account of Lin- 
coln's'address as authentic,his- 
tory. But it Is fiction, of the same 
genre • as Parson Weems' fablo 
about George Washington and 
the cherry tree, 


H was Mrs. Andrews who pop- 


ularized the notion that Lincoln 
scribbled his famed address on a 
scrap oi wrapping paper while 
traveling by train lo Gettysburg. 
The fact is that he wrote the first 
draft before he left the White 
House,' on stationery bearing the 
Executive Mansion letterhead. 
The origin 'is in the Library of 
Congress.

"The same book records that 
the audience was so awed by Lin- 
coln's speech that it did not ap- 
iplaud — its silence being ,the 
"perfect tribute." But the best 
evidence from eyewitness ac- 
counts is that 'Lincoln "received 
perfunctory applause.

Therefore, our body chemis- 
try hoards it. A new discovery 
shows that the main storage de- 
pots are the outside shells of the 
adrenal glands. Those glands man- 
ufacture and secrete hormones 
which are chemical policemen 
that keep much of body chemis- 
try behaving in the ways it 
should. 


The new discovery suggests the 


glands arc unable to secrete those 
hormones unless they are holding 
vitamin CHfi storage, and it may 
be, they're unable to make the 
hormones 
without vitamin C. 


That's why the discovery is ex. 
citing biochemists. 


Us»ds To Scurvy 


There Is no need for well-fed 


Americans to worry because the 
common American diet piovldcs 
body chemistry with ample vita- 
min C, but they can cheer the dis- 
covery.

The discovery was made by 


chance by two English surgeons, 
Drs. Dlgby Chamberlain and N. V.

Shortly, thereafter, both 
women broke out with the erup- 
tive skin disease, scurvy, which Is 
the classical sign of on extreme 
lack of vitamin C.

Tests showed I heir vitamin C 
stores were deficient, but were not 
exhausted. These women'had had 
no infection, and presumably the 
minor depots were able to meet 
the normal demands until the 
well-balanced h o s p i t a l meals 
brought in more ot the vitamin. 


The scientific interest, however, 


was not in the scurvy, but In the 
revelation of intimate chemical 
associations, between the adrenal 
hormones and vitamin C. Those 
hormones are literally vital; with- 
out .them, life is impossible. When 
a person loses his adrenals to sur- 
gery, he is kept going thereafter 
by adrenal hormones injected 
from the outside. 


The hormones regulate the con- 


version of our food into fuel for 
our bodies and into building ma- 
terials which repair the wear-and- 
tear damage of our 
tissues. 


Among many other duties, they 
mobilize body chemical defenses 
against invaders, such as infec- 
tious bacteria. If the ability of the 
glands to secrete these hormones 
depends upon vitam C being pres- 
ent, then vitamin C has been pro- 
moted to the head of the class of 
, all vitamins.

Henry Ford II was quoted the other 


day as remarking that he.would not 
tr,ust Khrushchev "any farther than 1 
could throw this office building." This 
was not much of an eye-opener; every'' 
one who has observed Khrushchev's 
devious path would surely feel the 
same way. The remark is useful, how- 
ever, as a pin to stick in the balloon 
of the Soviet premier's recently an- 
nounced seven-year plan. 


. 
THE, PROMISES in this .plan for 


Soviet production and development are 
the rosiest of rosy. Khrushchev has told 
his' subservient millions,that.in seven 
years the national income will be 62 
to 65 per cent higher than at present, 
wages will go up 40 per cent while 
the work week, declines, to 30, or ,.35 
hours, there will be lots more con- 
sumer goods, 15 million 'apartment 
units will be" constructed, and so' on 
and so on. Within less than a dozen 
years, Khrushchev promises, people in 
the Soviet Union will enjoy the highest 
living standard in the world. 


AS WAS HINTED above, quite'a 


bit'of the hot a,ir in this rosy balloon 
can be drawn off by pricking'jLhe.seven- 
year plan with Khrushchev's reputa- 
tion as a liar. Merely noting that the 
promises may not all be realized is 
not good enough; 'however, Attention' 
v.shpuld: also be paid to the undeniable 
fact that the.Soviet-Union-has been 
making notable progress in industrial 
and farm production. The real "chal- 
lenge in the seven-year plan should not 
be ignored simply because some of the 


' promises appear to be straight from 
dreamland. The " United States and 
other nations geared to a free enter- 
prise system also.will be moving for- 
ward. The Soviet seven-year''•plan can 
be turned to the advantage of the free 
world if we use it as a stimulus to 
greater progress. 


Wilderness Bill 


CONGRESS will have another go 


at the so-called wilderness bill in the 
next session. The bill has gone through 
successive revisions, most recently as 
a result of hearings in four Western 
cities. Essentially,' however, it seeks to 
assure the "preservation of certain 
wilderness areas' for public use. That 
purpose is a good one which Congress 
would do well to carry out, despite the 
vigorous opposition put up by special 
interest groups. Wilderness areas have 
been preserved, to a certain extent, 
under present policy. This • policy is 
more or less-at the whim of'adminis- 
trative decision, however. Proponents 
of the wilderness bill want Congress to 
establish more firmly the principle of 
multiple'use'of public lands. They 
contend that' preserving recreational 
values of wilderness areas is an impor- 
tant aspect of that principle. Commer- 
cial users of .public lands—timber, live- 
stock, mining and oil groups, -for 
example—generally oppose this idea of 
a firm national policy'determined by 
Congress rather than by some execu- 
tive 'agency.. ,The commercial users 
have some good arguments on their 
side, and it would be grossly unfair to 
dismiss them as mere ^money-grabbers. 
On balance,'hoXVeve'r,^ it appears that 
tbe greatest good of the public would 
be best served by' a law clearly estab- 
lishing'the sanctity .of the nation's few 
remaining wilderness regions.
